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RETROSPECT OF THE YEAR. 

Tue year which is about to close, and which will give place to 
its successor at midnight on Tuesday next, cannot be said to 
have fulfilled the hopes which its birthday inspired. It will 
be memorable, no doubt ; for some of the events which have 
marked its course will project their influence for good or evil 
far into the future. But the general impression it will leave 
behind it will not be of a cheerful character. Possibly, the 
coming generations may look back upon it with a livelier and 
deeper interest than it excited during its progress; but the 
contemporary one will, we fancy, dismiss it to its predecessors 
without any consciousness of painful regret. 
been far more gloomy than it has been ; but, looking at it in 
its public aspect, there are few who will set it down as a red- 
letter year. 

To begin with the beginning, its meteorological history has 
not been of the most agreeable kind. We thankfully acknow- 
ledge that it presents no record of devastating pestilence, 
within the limits of the United Kingdom at least, and that

this country has been mercifully preserved from any fresh 
outbreak of the cattle-plague or of cholera, So far the year 
1867 has been better than the terrible vaticinations of many 
who in the name of science prophesied evil concerning it, But 
its weather changes have certainly been uncommonly trying. 
Winter, which at the commencement of January came appro- 
| priately enough, in the shape of a snowstorm, sudden and 
| heavy enough to render locomotion difficult in all parts of 
the kingdom, and impossible in some, made successive 
incursions more or less severe down to the end of June, and 
in May was contested, but only temporarily driven back, by a 
short spell of tropical heat. The winds from northern quarters 
seemed to have escaped all effectual control and to have entered 
into a conspiracy to oppose the return of summer, Happily, 
the sun asserted his supremacy at the hay and harvest seasons 
| with sufficient vigour to secure the ingathering of the crops, 
| Throughout the year, however, there has been an unusual 
amount of atmospheric disturbance in different parts of :the 
world, Disastrous gales, terrific cyclones, and extensive 











inundations, accompanied or followed here and there by 
earthquakes and volcanic eruptions, have been sufficiently 
frequent to remind us that our destiny is in the hands of a 
Power who, when it seems good to Him, can let loose upon 
man and upon man’s works the most irresistible forces, 

Partly owing to these, partly to occult causes, the year has 
not proved to be one of plentiful production in the south and 
south-western countries of Europe. In England, it is true, 
our flocks and herds have been abundantly provided for. 
Hay crops have never been finer, nor pasturage richer, nor 
succulent roots in greater plenty, than in 1867. So great has 
been the fall in the market price of live stock, that the public 
naturally insisted upon, and, after some agitation, gained, a 
sensible reduction in the retail cost of butcher’s meat; and for 
some time past animal food has not made so large a propor- 
tionate demand as before upon limited incomes, But cheap 
bread has not been among the blessings of the past year, 
Our wheat harvest, although carried for the most part in 
good condition, turns out to have been greatly deficient 
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in yield, and, as several Continental countries have been com- 
petitors with us in the markets of the world, “the staif of 
life” has generally commanded high money rates, The poorer 
elasser, accordingly, have felt the pinch, and in some districts 
have riotously protested against results which overmatched 
their patience, The comparative dearth might have been the 
parent of awful suffering and national disorder here as well 
as in France but for the beneficent operation of free trade ; 
but, owing to a special conjuncture of unfavourable circum- 
stances, even free trade has only mitigated, not prevented, 
scarcity, 

Through the greater part of the year gold has continued to 
flow into the Bank coffers, Money has been obtainable at ex- 
tremely low rates, but has seldom or never been less actively 
employed, Since the collapse of 1866, commercial enterprise 
has never recovered its buoyancy. Railway company embar- 
rassments, disclosed in startling succession, have caused re- 
lapses of confidence in regard to almost all kinds of joint- 
stock adventure, and trade has laboured under a heavy de- 
pression, As though to add sensitiveness to the ordinary 
eaution of capitalists, two or three extensive strikes of trade- 
hands have diminished the fund divisible between em- 
ployers and employed, and prevented masters from in- 
curring the responsibility of large contracts, In London 
the working tailors were on strike for many weeks. 
On the Brighton and fouth-Coast line the engine- 
drivers gave the publica slight insight into the inconvenience 
they might inflict by but a few days’ cessation from work; 
and cab proprietors and cabmen, by a very moderate use of 
their power of combination, successfully contested the domi- 
nation of Sir Richard Mayne. The evidence elicited by the 
Sheffield and Manchester Commissions, while it directly 
incriminated only the sawgrinders of the one place and the 
brickmakers of the other, has helped to deepen the appre- 
hension awakened by the course too often adopted by trade 
unions ; and, on the whole, the relations between capital and 
labour have been uneasy throughout the twelvemonth, There 
is some reason to hope that, in regard to this matter, we have 
seen the worst. 

The year 1867, however, leaves us some pleasant social re- 
miniscences. The return of our most gracious Sovereign from 
the seclusion of widowhood and her re-appearance among her 
subjects as the natural head of our soc‘al organisation has 
been hailed with the most loyal satisfaction ; and the recovery 
of the Princess of Wales from her tedious, and what at one 
time threatened to become dangerous, indisposition has been 
matter of universal congratulation. Nor has the year passed 
by without its festive gaieties, The visit of the Belgian 
riflemen proved that England, in her own hearty way, could 
so play the host as to captivate the hearts of her foreign 
guests, Those of the Sultan and the Viceroy of Egypt are 
supposed to have given as much pleasure as they caused, 
visitors and visited having been alike deeply gratified. 

Political excitement has been extraordinarily intense this 
year. Parliament met on Feb. 5, resolved, if possible, to 
effect a settlement of the Reform question before the close of 
the Session, We need not now recapitulate the oscillations 
of party, the startling surprises, the not less startling adjast- 
ments, or the critical divisions, comprised within the half 
year’s Parliamentary warfare. Everyone will recall to mind 
the abortive resolutions, the ten-minnutes’ bill, the potential 
house-rating enffrage surrounded by Conservative compen- 
sations, the compound householder, the tea-room mutiny, 
and other memorable incidents which attended the throes 
of legislation. Suffice it to say that the final result was a 
Reform Act for England and Wales far more extensive in its 
enfranchising provisions than either of the two great politicaf 
parties had originally contemplated—an Act which, though 
probably destined to receive some touches of improve- 
ment, may claim the merit of having disposed of the sub- 
stance of the controversy for the present generation, at 
least. But, besides getting through this seemingly inter- 
minable undertaking, Parliament contrived to transact other 
business of great and beneficial, although secondary, import- 
ance. It placed the management of the infirm, sick, 
and lunatic paupers of the metropolis upon a more 
humane basis, and took some steps towards equalising the 
expenditure between wealthier and more indigent parishes, 
It largely extended the protective provisions of the Factory 
Acts, and it laid the legislative foundation of the British 
North American Confederacy, whereby Canada, Nova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick have become, to all desirable intents and 
purposes, one nation, An autumnal Session has also distin- 
guished the present year—an unwelcome departure from 
ordinary custom for an unwelcome purpose, The Legislature 
was called upon to sanction the Abyssinian expedition and to 
provide for it the requisite ways and means, both of which it 
did with little discussion, but with much reluctance. 

Beyond the walls of Parliament, also, domestic political 
events have been unusually exciting. The Eyre prosecutions 
brought to a close the unhappy Jamaica episode, not, however, 
without having first elicited from the Lord Chief Justice a 
luminous and invaluable exposition of the true nature and 
limits of what passes under the technical designation of 
martial law. The public will not readily forget the Hyde 
Park demonstrations, which cost good, tender-hearted Mr, 
Walpole his presence of mind and his official position. But 
it is to the Fenian conspiracy that this kingdom has been 
indebted for its most serious anxieties since the opening 
of the year, The mysterious but ineffectual raid on Chester 
inaugurated the campaign, followed closely by the simul- 
taneous outbreaks in different parts of Ireland—Kerry, Cork, 
Clare, Tipperary, Limerick, and the neighbourhood of Dublin. 
Rendered ridiculous in Ireland, and on that account treated 
with what most people regarded as a wise and politic lenity, 





its foreign agents appear to have concocted a policy of secret 
revenge. At Manchester they succeeded in prevailing upon 
their tools to storm a police-van, and in achieving the 
rescue of two of their leaders through the assassination of 
Police-Sergeant Brett, The foremost perpetrators of this 
daring outrage upon the majesty of justice expiated their 
crime upon the scaffold, and were publicly lamented by 
thousands of their disaffected fellow country men and women 
as patriotic martyrs. Conspiracy, thus encouraged, took a 
more audacious step, and the Clerkenwell atrocity, fresh in 
everyone’s remembrance, together with several incendiary 
attempts in the metropolis, has at once killed sympathy with 
Fenianism and roused the whole country to indignant 
vigilance. 

Extending our retrospective glance beyond the horizon of 
the kingdom, our attention is first arrested by the Great Exhi- 
bition at Paris, of which we have furnished the readers of this 
Journal, in preceding Numbers, with ample reports and illus- 
trations, It had been opened only a few days, and was yet 
far from the completeness which it ultimately assumed, when 
it became doubtful whether war with Germany might not 
abruptly close it. For once, however, a European Oonference 
arbitrated with success, and the Luxemburg dispute was peace- 
fully settled. The imminence of war exerted upon the German 
people a powerful pressure, beneath which the North German 
Parliament made short work of shaping its Constitution. The 
Imperial visit to Salzburg reopened the jealous rivalry which 
the Conference had composed, and all the address of Napoleon 
was required to allay the re-excited anxieties of Europe, Even 
then, they were not long left to repose. The “party of 
action” in Italy, with Garibaldi at its head, first openly con- 
spired against, then prematurely invaded, the Papal dominion, 
Diplomacy between France and Italy, in consequence, grew 
embittered, and led to a second French expedition to Rome. 
The defeat of Garibaldi’s volunteers, and the policy of 
repression forced upon the Emperor by the Corps Législatif 
of France, have ensured, for the present, the continuance of 
the temporal power of the Pope, and have compelled Italy to 
put up with “ hope deferred.” Meanwhile, Austria, subjected 
last year to greater humiliation, has been taught by Baron 
von Beust the “sweet uses of adversity.” She has reconcilei 
Hungary by restoring her ancient Constitution, and Francis 
Joseph has been crowned King with all the usual cere monies 
of the olden time, The closing year looks upon an A wstria 
redivica which, under constitutional government, bids fair to 
renew her youth. The irrepressible Eastern Question has 
been resuscitated by the unsuccessful insurrection in Crete ; 
but the Great Powers, we are told, are agreed on their 
mode of dealing with it. Spain, who at one time threatened 
to come into collision with this country, bat, happily, thought 
better of it, has passed through another abortive military 
rising ; but, it is generally thought, without having added 
anything to the stability of her dynasty. Poland, so far as 
the policy of Russia can effect it, has become “a geographical 
expression.” On the other side of the Atlantic but little pro- 
gress has been made towards reuniting the North and South 
in the bonds of fraternal amity. The bitter contest between 
the President and the Congress has made the task of recon- 
struction still more difficult than, under other circumstances, it 
would have been; but the turn of the autumn elections has 
proved that the American people will not allow the interests 
of their country to be torn to pieces by faction, and that 
extreme measures on either side will incurtheir disapprobation. 
There is little room for doubt that the Union will eventually 
right itself, 

The obituary of 1867 contains a few names of celebrity, for 
death is singularly impartial in his administration, Foremost 
among them we must place the Emperor Maximilian, whose 
gallant and disinterested adhesion to his adopted country 
deserved a better fate than a hurried military execution. 
Marshal O'Donnell no longer lives to hold alternately with 
Narvaez the reins of government in Spain. M., Achille Fould 
has done with the sore perplexity of balancing French income 
and expenditure ; and the Queen Dowager of the Two Sicilies 
has ceased to care about a restoration to her earthly State. 
Poetry has lost a promising devotee in Alexander Smith ; 
literature mourns the decease of Mrs. Sarah Austin ; archi- 
tecture has surrendered Sir Robert Smirke; aad Mr. W, H. 
Weiss has left a vacancy in the circle of musical art. Faraday 
has passed away from among us, the facile princeps of chemical 
and electrical science ; and M‘Culloch, of the Royal Society

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursda: 5, 

THB recent vote of the Italian Parliament, and the 2. ehiot 
have arisen from it are the topics of conversation in the French 
capital. The papers take a gloomy view of this throwing down of 
the gauntlet to ce—this d ve answer to the declarations of 
the Minister of State in the Corps Législatif on the 5th of the present 
month. The most disquieting reports are in circulation. It is satd 
that the troops at Civita Vecchia are to proceed to Rome, aad that 
orders have been sent to Toulon to prepare transports for the imme- 
diate dispatch of 20,000'men. The Mediterranean fleet, too, is to be 
ipeneaged from six to ten armour-plated f and the Channel 
fleet is to have an addition made toit. It is now very commonly 
believed that, even if the Roman difficulty be tided over, war on some 
pretext or another will break out in the spring. 

The Corps Législatif has been occupied in discussing the Ar ny 
Organisation Bill, the debate on which bronght up many of the 
best speakers in the chamber, M. Jules Favre and M. Jules 
Simon led the Opposition, and introduced a plan of their 
own, which was of course condemned by the military authorities, 
Marshal Niel, the Minister of War, who is a great favourite with 
both sides of the Chamber, on account of his frankness and thorough 
honesty, made a clever speech in favour of the Government plan ; 
but he went beyond the mark when he ventured to extol the training 
incident to a military career and maiatained that it prodaced not 
only better citizens, but fitted all who had followed it in their youth 
to enter upon almost every vocation of life, In this military nation 
reformers of the army are, of course, as plentiful as blackberries ; 
and, although the debate will be prolonged for some time longer, it 
is certain that the Government plan will be eventually adopted, 

The Emperor has been shooting in the preserves of St. Germain 
and reviewing the troops in garrison at St, Cloud. The Empress,

No great prices were made for single animals by Mr. Wetherell 
at Earl Durham's annual sale, where 105 head of cattle realised 
£2945, and 886 sheep £1998 18s., or a grand total of £4943 188, Mr, 
Torr had also a large fat sale at Aylesby Ma nor—the first of the 
kind ever held there. Twenty oxen realised £672 10s., or £33 12s, 6d. 
each ; and eeventeen cows, heifers, and younger bullocks, and 300 
wethere, brought the sum total up to £1757 10s, The highest-priced 
ox made £41, and the next £40. 

Shorthorns and crosses formed more than half the supply in the 
great Christmas market at Islington, and next to them Herefords 
were in good favour.

“TOBY IS WANTED.” 


THE picture, by Mr. Garland, we have engraved is not less creditabl¢ 
in technical execution than it is pleasant in treatment of the in- 
cident represented. To say so much is due to the artist, as we 
regret to find that this picture was overlooked in our notice of the 
exhibition at the Dudley Gallery, where it may be seen—a mis- 
chance which, we trust, seldom occurs in regard to any work of 
equal merit and promise. It should be added that the picture de- 
cidedly deserved a better place on the walls. 

The subject is one of a class often chosen, especially by our

CURRENT LITERATURE, 


English Heraldry. By Charles Boutell, M.A, 
With 450 Illustrations, drawn and engraved on 
wood by Mr. R. B. Utling. (Cassell, Petter, and 
Galpin.) This is certainly a very handsome and 
laboriously-compiled volume, and it may probably 
be found as useful and instructive by many persons 
as it has been found interesting and amusing by 
one m. Whether the mark which was set 
upon Cain is to be considered the origin of armorial 
bearings or not, may be a matter hardly worth 
one’s while to consider ; and how much connection 
may exist between the Medusa’s head which Athena 
assumed or the torchbearer with the boastful motto, 
“T will fire the city,” borne by yoy upon 
his shield, the insigne paternum which Virgil assigns 
to Aventinus, and the hereditary heraldic devices 
of medieval England, this is not the place to in- 
quire. Let it be granted that the “heraldry of 
antiquity is to be regarded as the predecessor, and 
not as the ancestor, of the heraldry of England.” 
There are those who regard the history of heraldry 
as the history of paltry vanity and ostentation, 
or even worse ; and there are those who regard 
it as a grand science, the investigation of which 
teaches a distinct and elegant language, inculcates 
purity of taste, excites love and veneration for the 
memory of great men and great deeds, throws 
light on the darkness of the past, gives invaluable 
assistance to the biographer, and offers helpful 
guidance to the chronicler, Either way of thinkin 
will not prevent anyone from enjoying a sania 
of the book under consideration; but the 
book has! been compiled in a spirit of tender,

The Towers and Temples of Ancient Ireland ; 
their Origin and History di. rom a new 
point of view. By Marcus Keane, M.R.S.A, 
(Hodges, Smith, and Co, Dublin.) In this bulky 
and liberally-illustrated volume is an elaborately 
ingenious attempt to furnish a solution (which 
though not altogether “new” will startle most 
English readers) of the vexed question of the 
origin of the round towers, crosses, and ancient 
stone-roofed “temples” of Ireland, Hitherto 
general opinion has concurred in ascribing these 
antiquities to the Christian era, but has been 
divided regarding their approximate date, Some 
believe them to belong to the twelfth and imme- 
diately following centuries, on the ground mainly 
that contemporary writers the Irish Celts 
to have begun at that period to build in stone ; 
while others maintain that they were erected from 
the commencement of the fifth to the close of the 
twelfth century. The present writer, however, 
seeks to prove that they were erected for the pur- 
oe ma of heathen worship several hundred years 

fore the birth of Christ, And he even suggests 
the inference that the ronnd towers were “high 
places of Baal” and connected with certain 
mysteries of Pagan idolatry, better left in their 
appropriate obscurity, That the primitive archi- 
tecture of Ireland should not be classed with 
“English Norman” the author believes is suffi- 
ciently evident from one fact, among many 
others—to wit, that in the former the jambs of 
the doorways and windows, instead of beng always 
parallel, are invariably wider apart at the bottom 
than the top, and in this correspond with the 
orifices found in the remains of Greece 
and Italy, To-find the bui of the oldest struc- 
tures of Ireland, Mr, Keane goes back therefore 
to a period, as he says, “ antecedent to the Celtic 
invasion, which took place many centuries before 
our era, when Ireland was inhabited by a highly- 
civilised race of building celebrity; and a careful 
investigation of the ancient classic and Oriental 
histories and traditions will clear! rove the 
identity of this primitive race with the Juthites of 
antiquity, the descendants of Ham, about whom 
Bryant, in his ‘ Analysis of Ancient Mythology,’ 
and Faber, in his ‘Origin of Pagan Idolatry,’ 
have so fully written.” As a general rule, the 
sites of ancient Irish architecture are connected 
with the names of Christian saints reported to have 
lived in the fifth and sixth centuries.

Ir it were permitted to address British statesmen in the tone 
which is held appropriate at this season, we should venture to 
say, with as much geniality as could be got into the manner of 
saying’ it, that here is the end of the year, and bygones had 
better be bygones, Let us have the political balance-sheet 
made up to Yuletide, errors not excepted by any means, and 
then let all parties exchange receipts in fall, burn the bills, 
and start fresh, And, though this counsel may savour a little 





of the conventional Christmas, we really cannot help thinking 





that it is sound and useful. What earthly good can be got 
out of jeremiads, and objargations, and lamentations ? 

We speak especially to the political leaders whose voices 
have been heard in the land since the end of the Reform 
Session—we have nothing to say to the interpolated Session 
held in the interest of Tedros, Lord Derby and Mr, Disraeli, 
Mr, Gladstone, Mr. Bright, have all had their say about the 
Reform Act and the mode in which it was carried, and we do 
not think that the British public wants to hear anything more 
about either the one or the other. It is much more to the 
purpose to look ahead, feed the poor, hang the Fenians, reform 
Ireland, and educate the people. There is, moreover, nothing 
that any of the above distinguished men can say about the 
matter that can exactly redound (politically speaking) to their 
credit or that of their friends, As regards the Conservatives, 
a curious social phase has come overthem. While the fight was 
going on and blood was up, of course they stood by theirnominal 
leaders and gave them plaudit, and were defiant of sarcasm, Nor 
is it to be denied that the leaders and the followers were suffi- 
ciently exultant when the measure had passed, and so-called 
Toryism was for ever credited with the concoction of a demo- 
cratic law. But since that time the Conservatives have 
grown humbler and more candid; and, though they do not 
like to talk about the subject, when they do it is to admit 
that they were blindfolded and marched into the enemy's 
camp and surrounded, and that this was done by their trusted 
generals, How thoroughly their spirit is broken is showa 
by the fact that they dare not even mutiny, but still talk of the 
present Ministry as if its existence were a proof of the spread 
of Conservative doctrine. Some of them have even been 
rendered fatuous by misfortune, and have fallen to the 
level of believing in the Conservative working man, and are 
not undeceived by his excellent white hanikerchief and 
perfumery. 

Yes, they believe him! O, the lover may 
Distrust the look that steals his soul away : 

The babe may cease to think that it can play 

With Heaven's own rainbow ; alchemists may doubt 
The shining ore their crucible gives out ; 


But faith, fanatic faith, once wedded fast 
To some dear fiction, hugs it to the last. 


Merely remarking that it cannot, however, be pleasant to the 
Conservatives to be reminded how completely they have been 
deceived, and observing also that it is difficult to understand 
how, even if the bill turn out a good bill, any gratitude is te 
be felt to men who avow, first that itis a leap in the dark, 
and, secondly, that it was brought in only for the sake of 
retaining office, we pass on, in the charitable manner of the 
time, for it is not pleasant to dwell on anybody's humiliation, 

But, if the Conservatives have a reason for not exulting, 
the Liberals have quite as good a one for not repining, and 
we cannot think that incessant complaint is dignified, If 
there is a wrong, have it redressed or avenged, But what sense 
or manhood is there in going about mourning? Besides, what 
wrong is there which the Liberals have not brought upon 
themselves, Could the Tories have ever closed their ranks 
and stormed the citadel if the other side had been true to 
themselves and their chiefs, It will not now be denied that 
the dissensions which caused Mr, Gladstone to fling down the 
baton of leadership made way for the Conservative victors, 
Judah was always envying Ephraim, and Ephraim was 
always vexing Judah, Did the Liberal party, again, ever set 
themselves in earnestness and honesty to carrying a good bill. 
Mr. Gladstone said the other day that the one which has passed 
was the worst that ever was brought into the House ef 
Commons, and it may be so; but few who heard him introduce 
its predecessor will say that he spoke of it as a great legislative 
measure, It was avowedly the mere redemption of a promise, 
and as soon as it was made manifest that this particular mode 
of redeeming that promise was unacceptable, it was defended 
in a way that showed how little was thought of it, Why did 
not the Liberals unite, cause a worthy measure to be con- 
structed, and then place themselves in accord with the country? 
Why did they show toleration for the menacing assemblages 
which they knew to be unconstitutional? It is not to the 
credit of this Ministry that it carried this Reform Bill ina 
wrong way ; but it could not have done so had the Reformers 
by prescription shown themselves good men and true in the 
hour of battle, Mr, Gladstone has more right to complain 
than anyone else ; but in complaining he is condemning men 
who are likely to follow him in fature engagements, and we 
suspect that it might be better policy to condone their 
offences, 

As for Mr. Bright, we have nothing to oppose to what he 
said about the way in which the bill was carried. His posi- 
tion, however, made it right that he should have said a strong 
word against Fenianism; and we cannot pass over in silence 
the fact that he did not follow Mr, Gladstone's example, That 
gentleman was not only eloquent in his denunciation of the 
Fenian miscreants, but defended the execution of the Man- 
chester murderers, We could not expect the last from Mr. 
Bright, but we ought to have had a more vigorous onslaught 
upon criminal agitation, for he spoke to those who would have 
carried his words home, But we may note that he introduced 
at the end of his speech a phrase which was worthy of 
Mr, Disraeli at his bitterest, Alluding to the “jockey- 
ing” by which Beform had been carried, he said, 
“turf morals will not do in politics,” The Premier 
will, of course, specially appreciate this civility ; and retarn it 
in kind, when an opportunity offers, We agree with Mr. 
Bright; but, while he is borrowing illustrations from the 


sporting world, let us remind him that neither will “ring 
morals” do in politics, We are not inclined to have any 
more of the sort of thing which takes place at a fight whea 
the day is going against the favourite—we want no more ugly 
rushes and broken railings, and mo more necessity to call in 
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police-trunchgons as remonstrances with Reformers, Mr. 
Bright would do better to give the extreme folk a broad 
hint that Parliament may not be so tolerant again of attempts 
at intimidation, There would be nothing to be proud of in 
the recall of those attempts if they had been successful ; but 
they were not, Parliament was never frightened, though a 
good many persons in it were deceived ; but the insolence of 
the Beales faction was not the less offensive. 

Therefore, as nobody can say anything that is much to the 
glory of bimself and his party, and as the bill is past and we 
must take our chance, which may not be so very bad after all— 
for, as Mr, Anthony Trollope has well put it, we clearly believe 
all Englishmen to be very much alike—it will surely be the 
best plan t adopt the Christmas counsel with which we set 
out, and to let bygones be bygones. Old stories are not now 
tolerated even at Christmas, and old political stories are the 
dullest of all, Let us go into the New Year with a resolution 
against nagging.

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MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


Ir was conjectured that the winter session would have tended to 
relieve members from sacrificial appearances before their consti- 
tuents; but it has been far otherwise; for extra-Parliamentary 
utterances have flowed on since the adjournment of the House in 
almost a continuous tcrrent. As it happened that, during the pre- 
Session, only two members of the Conservative party off the Treasury 
bench—and those Mr, Newdegate and Mr. Darby Griffith—can be 
said to have (what is called) spoken, the autumnal debt of most 
of the Ministerialists remained to be Siehoreees and some of them 
began to t themselves so early as the Monday following the 
last day of sitting. Foremost came Colonel Barttelot, that very 
sensible, practical gentleman wena elocntionist, who, at Steyning, 
met a portion of his Sussex fri yng Rae Em oy 
talked more or less bucolically ; was di upon the harvest, 
rather seemed to shy the subject of the Tory Reform Bill. With 
him stood the Right Hon. Stephen Cave, who is a special instance 
of greatness being thrust upon a man. For, notwithstanding that 
his career in the House has from the first been upward, until he bad 
attained the position of a speaker who was listened to when he 
spoke, who spoke well, and, in his latest ex-official phase, at times 
humorously, and always knew well what he was Pe of, somehow 
one did not have an impression that he was likely to be in office. 
It is more than probable that office sought him ; and though it may 
have been a , there could have been no cavilling at his 
appointment as Vice-President of the Board of Trade; while the 
manner in which he has sustained the whole weight of the depart- 
ment, since the revolt of some of the ters caused the 
President of the department to be a Peer, has shown how 
judicious was the original choice of Mr. Cave for the 
function which he fulfils, His speech at Steyning was a good 
specimen of his manner, and he was facetious in the recounting of 
his Parliamentary labours, observing that in the ar Session of 
this year he had spoken eighty-five times, and in the little November 
sitting had been responsible for answers to ten departmental questions. 
For the rest, he was more pronounced on social subjects than political 
ones, and, by almost an avoidance of the great feature of the 
Ministerial policy of the year, seemed to indicate that he had not 
foresworn the Conservative proclivities which gained him his seat 
f or the Rape of Bramber. 

It is to be remarked that a large majority of members who have 
been itinerating of late have been ey reticent on other 

blic questions, and have mounted each his own educational hobby. 
Thus we have Sir Michael Hicks Beach, who is rather a specimen 
of a dandified ee smartish in his talk withal, and 
with a certain air of self-confidence, actually lecturing in asyllogistic 
form to the more or less rustics in and about Cirencester, on the 
education of agricultural children, as the phrase somewhat oddly 
goes, and talking sturdily about compulsion something more practical 
than a com ion to pay educational rates. Then there has been 
Mr. Stansfeld, who went to Dewsbury expresaly to discourse, in his 
broad, philosophical, and yet realistic way; while as to Mr. H, A. 
Bruce, he has been so lately relieved from the official super- 
vision of national education, that itis not remarkable that the “ scent 
of the roses should hang round him still”—always reading for 
* roses’ bluebooks and departmental reports. Besides, as he has 
taken on himself as a private member to introduce a bill which he 
believes is calculated to supply existing deficiencies in the system, 
it is not in the least surprising that he should be ready to go, not 
only to Halifax, as he has done recently, but to Hull, or any other 
place which is sometimes alliteratively joined in one sentence with 
these two towns, for the ree of proving that he has not been 
touched within a league as Vice-President of the Committee of Privy 
Council (what a roundabout designation !), even by such an impetu-

The domination of Austria in the Italian peninsula has ceased, 
and with it have simultaneously come to an end the antagonism 
between the houses of ws and Savoy and (what is not less 
importent to Anstria) the itional rivalry between France and 
Austria for influence in the politics of Italy, 

But what is peculiarly characteristic of the. new ~~ is the 
growing enmity between the Cabinets of Vienna and St. Petersburg 
and the unconcealed entente cordiale between Vienna and Paris. 

The atticude of the three Powers on the Polish question off-rs the 
main clue to the explanation of this mystery. 

at the time of the first partition of Poland the Austrian 
Cabinet was divided on the subject. Maria Theresa was in favour 
of the Polish patriots and the French alliance ; the Arch-Chancellor 
Kaunitz and the Emperor Joseph II. favoured the partition and the 
compact with the Czarina, Since that period the Russian alliance 
has often proved a galling one to Austrian statesmen, and in 1814 
and 1831 they let it be seen that they were favourable to the idea of 
restoring Poland to her place among the nations at the trifliag price 
of surrendering Galicia. In 1831 Count Metternich said to the 
representative at Vienna of the Polish National Government, “ Does 
it not stand to reason that we should prefer a -tempered, un- 
aggressive neighbour, as Poland was and would to the present 
state of things?” But Austria has never been willing to give full 
effect to her good words unless she were secured — all evil con- 
sequences thereof, not only by France but by Great Britain, As 
Great Britain has never yet been willing to give that guarantee, 
Austria has folded her hands. - 

On the occasion of the last Polish insurrection (1863) Austria 
repeated her policy of 1831. She refused, in the first instance, to aid 
the repressive policy of the Muscovites. She allowed the insurgents 
to obtain supplies from their Galician fellow-countrymen. The 
French Government has significantly stated, in one of the despatches 
published in the “ Yellow k” for 1863-4, that if the demands of 
the French Government in behalf of Poland were void of effect, “ the 
fault did not lie with Austria.” The overtures made by the Cabinet 
of St. Petersburg to induce Austria to accept a separate conference 
with the two other partitioning Powers on the Polish question, and 
to abandon co-operation with the French and British Governments 
thereanent, were, it will be remembered, unceremoniously rejected. 

The philo-Polish policy pursued in Galicia since the advent of 
the Belcredi administration (July, 1865) has greatly embittered the 
relations between the Austrian and Russian Courts. Baron von 
Beust has maintained the Liberal Galician policy of his predecessor 
in office, and this year Austria has demanded and obtained the 
release of all her subjects who were exiled to Siberia or other parts 
of the Muscovite empire for the crime of participation in the insur- 
rection of 1863. Count Goluchowski, the native Governor of 
Galicia, was in attendance on the Kaiser when he was crowned 
King of Hungary; and when the latter visited the Emperor of the 
French he was accompanied by the Polish Prince Sapieha, who, 
clad in the Polish national costume, was in this guise introduced to 
the Emperor of the French. The Russian papers remark that Prince 
Sapieha’s son was at one time chief of the insurrectionary Govern- 
ment, and that that son was permitted by the Kaiser when at Paris 
to present him with an address from some Polish emigrants. 

is policy in general and these acts in peg me are regarded 
by the Russian Government as an underhand war levied upon itself, 
and the anti-Russian declarations of M. Deak and his organs in the 
Tess, ing as they do the predominant sentiments of the 
Fon nation, only add fuel to the flame. Finding that its 
repose is threatened by Polonism and Magyarism protected by 
Austria, the Russian Government is plying with all the vigour com- 
patible with a state of peace its Pan-Slavic weapons in every val- 
nerable part of the Austro-Hungarian empire, plying them as 
actively as it has for long been wont to do among the Christian 
pulations of European Turkey. The so-called “ Ethnographic 
been” held at Moscow this summer, in which the malcontent 
Western and Southern Slavs of the Dual Empire played the principal 
roles, was directed more immediately against Austria and Hungary 
than against European Turkey. 

But, in proportion as Austria has earned the ill-will of the Musco- 
vites on account of her philo-Polish Policy, had she a right to count 
upon the friendship and support of the French Government and 
people, in whose eyes, to use the words of Napoleon's speech to the

FINANCES AND INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. 

The story of the finances of Austria may be summed up in two 
words, chronic deficit. There has been an annual deficit every year 
since 1781, with the solitary exception of 1817, The embarrassed

Of this sum the 
Reichsrath delegation has assumed for the Cis-Leithan section the 
sum of £10,900,000, and the Diet delegation has accepted - 
bility for £3,600,000, All fature Imperial loans are to be apportioned 
between the two sections in the ratio of seven to three. Each section 
may pay off its own quota of the Imperial debt, and will have the 
exclusive benefit of the diminution of interest and sinking fund thus 
effected. These important financial arrangements, however, have 
not yet become = a8 pans of the Constitutional law of the land, 
and have yet to by the two great islatares of the empire. 

A customs’ union has agreed to between Austria and 
Hungary. Each section is to collect and administer the dues taken

The industrial progress of both sections has this year been ex- 
tremely gratifying to the well-wishers of the empire. It has been 
observed that the only unqualifiedly favourable report received by 
the Rouen Chamber of Commerce in reply to to its circular letter of 
inquiry into the industrial condition of the several parts of Earops 
came from the Viennese Chamber of Commerce. Austria, so long 
notorious as the stronghold of protection, has this year, by her com- 
mercial treaties with ce and Italy, turned over a new leaf and

Hungary, so long under the ban of Earopéan capitalists, has 
awoke to a new commercial life. She has had an excellent harvest 
this year, and her means of transport are inadequate to move the 
crops and cattle to market. We hear of dépéts and quays choked 
wi and of forwarders being warned that the railway and 
steam-boat companies cannot immediately accommodate them. 
Money is flowing fast into that so long retarded conntry. The cry 
is for more steam-boats to navigate the rivers, for a cana! to connect 
the Theiss with the Danube, and, above all, for more railroads, 
The Hungarian Ministry has obtained the sanction of the Diet for 
their several railway networks, and has been empowered to contract 
a loan of £6,000,000 for theirconstruction, £4,000,000 of this amount 
has been taken up by the Société Générale of Paris at the rate of 7° 
per cent interest, and the balance is reserved for native investors. 
Logically enough, we have announcements of the starting of two 
new Hungarian banking companies, one of which is called the Anglo- 
Hungarian Bank, with Mr, Somerset Beaumont for chairman, and a 
capital of £1,000,000, of which £600,000 is to be subscribed in 
England, and £400,000 in Pesth. The other com my is called the 
Hungarian Credit Baak, whose capital of £1,500,000 is subscribed by 
one of the Rothschild houses and by the Hungarian magnates, 

Thus, while in Western and Central Europe stagnation and distrust 
are the commercial orders of the day, all is life, movement, and 
speculation in the Dual Empire, and especially in the Hungarian 
section thereof. The industries of the Austrian Empire, which have 
been, as it were, snowed up during the long winter of Protection, 
Bureaucracy, and Militarism, are now bursting forth with the rapidity 
attendant upon a late spring.

The Duke, however, was by no means ready to die in 1848, The 
next three years were occupied in mysterious negotiations between 
the Duke, Mr. Dancombe, and Louis Napoleon, president of the 
French Republic, carried on through the adventurous Mr. Smith, 
on the part of the-two former, and Count Orsi, on behalf of the 
latter; M. De Monny, also, sometimes appeared in the affair, The 
Duke required. the President to furnish him with the means of 
effecting a revolution in Brunswick, expelling his brother, Duke 
William (whom he intended to behead for high treason), and re- 
covering the power of which he had been deprived in 1830. The 
President, of co’ in December, 1849, could not allow French

Ajitogether, 
the plate is one of the best published by this society. It may, how- 
ever, be asked whether, by thus engraving a national picture which 
cannot be purchased, and for which, we presume, nothing is paid for 
the copyright, the London Art-Union is encouraging or benefiting 
British artists consistently with its professions, alshon h such a 
course is obviously advantageous, commercially considered,

CHURCH AT CHICAGO, 
Tas New England Congregational Church at Chicago, Illinois, 
United States, is a beautiful edifice, of Gothic architecture, built at 
a cost of £25,000, and is calculated to hold more than 1500 persons, 
It was opened for public worship at the beginning of this year. 
This sacred edifice has an interest apart from its beauty, as its walle 
contain memorial stones of the Pilgrim Fathers—one from Scrooby

Tue harbour of St, Thomas has long “eget an unhappy re 
as the focus of yellow fever in the West Indies—an unfortunate

on Oct, 29, and an earthquake, which happened on Nov. 18, 

The result of the second of these calamities was the destruction of 
an enormous amount of shipping—more than eighty sail in all— 
including the noble Rhone, yo and the Derwent, all belon 
to the Royal Mail Company ; while three others of their splendii 
fleet were grievously injured. One thousand persons are said to have

The Royal mail steamer La Plata had a narrow 
escape. She was lying at Water Island, three 
miles from St. Thomas, She had commenced 
coaling and taking cargo on board from three large 
hulks alongside, 100 or 200 negroes being em- 
ployed upon the work, with their usual clatter and 
noise, When the earthquake occurred, it was felt 
quite as strongly in the ship as ashore. Some 
thought the boiler had burst; some that the ship 
was struck by whales, But the excitement was 

and the were as wild with panic as 
those ashore, alarm had scarcely subsided 
when there was a cry of “It’s coming; it’s 
coming!” The negroes swarmed on deck, the 
sailors rushed up the rigging, and the t wave 
was seen sweeping along in unchecked fury and 
stretching the whole width of the horizon. There 
was a roar like thunder, Captain Revett seized 
the wheel, and endeavoured to present the 
stem of the ship to the advancing wall; but it 
struck her on the starboard quarter, Though she 
reeled, groaned, and staggered with the blow, 
the wave her with no more serious injury 
than a shattered bulwark and a few tons of 
salt water on her decks, The passengers were 
landed, for safety, at Water Island and sent round 
to St, Thomas, where La Plata subsequently had 
to proceed for repairs and to coal. e@ negroes 
there struck work, and the crew of La Plata had to 
coal her. A complimentary address was subse- 
quently presented to Captain Revett by the pas- 
sengers for his conduct, and that of his crew, under 
the trying circumstances they were placed in.

Tux destruction of ber Majesty's Theatre by fire, on the 6th inst., is 
an artistic loss, though not from an archeological point of 
view—save in its Raphaelesque and Roman decoration, It was not 
the oldest theatre in London, its age being but eighty-four years ; 
whereas Sadler's Wells was opened in 1765 and is standing now, The 
history of the King’s Theatre has been pretty well ed by our 
contemporaries, from Horace Walpole, Ebers, and Lumley. The 
theatre just destroyed was —_- by Novosielski, who introduced 
the horseshoe form of auditory from the Italian theatres, As left by 
the architect, the area of the auditory of Her Majest y’s Theatre was 
larger than that of La Scala, in Milan, The whole auditory was 
lined with wood, in very long pieces, asthe best conductor of sound ; 
and Mr, Waters, a lessee of the Opera-house, told “ Septuagenarius,’ 

a correspondent of Notes and Queries that there were pipes open- 
ing into the orchestra, by which the sound was conveyed to all 

of the house, and hence its extraordinary merits. Horace Walpole’s 
box, by-the-way, was No, 8, on the grand tier. The most exact 
account of the late conflagration is that by Mr. Hargrave Jennings, 
who had a narrow escape from the flames, We hope the model of 
the theatre, 10 ft. high, has been preserved ; and that there is a good 
supply of stock scenery at “the ,” in i ames-street, Haymarket, 
the storehouse of the theatre, which is to be rebuilt.

Tue police have obtained a clue 
to some of the perpetrators of the 
Fenian outrage in Clerkenwell— 
that if the statements of one 
James Vaughan, who has informed 
against them, are to be relied on, 
Acting upon information given by 
him, police apprehended four 
Irishmen late on Thursday 
se’nnight ; and they were brought 
up the next day at Bow-street 
Police Court on suspicion of having 
been concerned in the Clerkenwell 
outrage. Their names were given 
as Nicholas English, 8, Pollen- 
street, Hanover-square ; Patrick 
Mullany, 20, erwood-street, 
Golden-square; William Desmond, 
10, Cross-street, Regent-street ; 
and John O’Keefe, 10, Smith’s- 
court, Great Windmill-street. The 
chief witness inst them was 
Vaughan, the informer. He said 
he was sworn into the Fenian 
brotherhood in the open air in 
Duck-lane, Soho, by Timoth 
Desmond, one of the Clerkenwell 
prisoners, who was the only other 
rson present, the Fenian rule 
Paing that only two shall take 
part in the ceremony—he who ad- 
ministers the oath and he who 
takes it. He said that they were 
in the habit of meeting at_a pub- 
lic-house in Pollen-street, Regent- 
street, where raffles were held to raise money for the purchase 
of arms. He then gave an account of a meeting t was 
held at a temperance hall, next door to the public-house, 
ostensibly to raise a contribution for building a church in Ireland, 
but really to promote the Fenian movement, Vaughan’s evidence 
was more clearly to the point when he came to his interview with 
Timothy Desmond, on tae day of the outrage. That person was 
slightly in liquor, which, perhaps, made him more communicative. 
Disguising his meaning, at first, in vul figures of speech, he at 
last fran told Vaughan and his wife that the House of Detention 
would be blown up between half-past three and four o'clock on that 
day, Anne Justice having discovered that at that time the prisoners 
would be in the exercise-yard. “O'Keefe,” he said, “with Bill 
Desmond would do the trick ;” and his language implied that he 
was in a state of mind so desperate that he was quite prepared 
to be blown up with his own gunpowder. In taking farewell 
of his friends, he remarked that he did not expect to see 
them again, or if they saw him he would “either be a 
co "or in Millbank. On the following day both William 
Desmond and English admitted having had a personal share in the 
explosion, and the former averred that his brother's arrest was his 
own fault ; for he had been ordered back, and was told that he had 
no business there at all, English, according to the informer, was in 
the mood for still more terrible crimes. The word “diabolical,” 
which the newspapers naturally applied to the Clerkenwell outrage,

Afterwards, William 
Desmond and English were TT conjointly with Allen, Timothy 
Desmond, and Anne Justice, wit! the wilful murder of the persons 
killed by the Clerkenwell explosion, When some evidence had been 
heard, they also were remanded, 

Burke and Casey—the vague hope of freeing whom led to the

Mr, Payne's inquest on the bodies of four of the persons killed by 
the explosion was brought to a close yesterday week. Their names 
are William Clutton, Mary Hodgkinson, Minnie Abbott, and Martha 
Evans. The last named had died after the inquiry commenced, but 
the jury viewed the body, and her case was added to that of the 
others. Evidence was given by several of the sufferers; but the 
chief interest turned upon the testimony of Inspector Potter and 
Oaptain Codd, governor of the gaol, as to the warnings that had 
been received of the coming catastrophe and the measures of pre- 
vention taken in consequence, The Coroner and some of the jury

seemed to think those measures 
quite insufficient, but no remark 
on that point was appended to the 
verdict, which was ——_! one of 
wilful murder against Timothy 
Desmond, Jeremiah Allen, and 
Anne Justice.

£50 to the relief fund for the 
sufferers ; the Duke of Cambridge 
has also contributed £20, More 
than £3000 has been received by 
the relief committee, 
Of the great damage done to the es houses by the explosion 
we gave some particulars in our last Number, and we now give two 
Illustrations which will show better than mere words how the occu- 
iers of the houses had their household gods shivered around them. 
he sight was deplorable indeed. Not a window was to be seen 
in any of the ten or eleven houses, while in some not a trace of 
furniture was to be found in any of the rooms, as if it had been all 
— clean away or had crumbled into dust. In some cases 
portions of furniture had, by force of the concussion, been shot out 
of the back windows; but, generally speaking, it was to be 
found in heaps of atoms in corners of the rooms, The injury done 
to property was not confined to Corporation-lane, but extended to 
Coburg-street, Rosoman-street, Woodbridge-street, Short’s-buildin 
Seckforde-street, St. James’s-walk, Plumber-place, and St. James’s- 
brildings, In all these streets, and in the lanes abutting on them, 
the windows were broken, and in one or two particularly ancient 
edifices the occupiers deemed it prudent to shift their quarters, In 
the public-houses in the neighbourhood heavy plate-glass win- 
dows were smashed in, and pots and ed from the 
customers’ hands. There is, however, a striking contrast between 
the ap’ ance of Corporation-lane now and that which it presented 
i machately after the disaster. The ruins caused by the explosion

Two meetings were to have been held on Clerkenwell-green on 
Sunday, ay gp ba the pu of condemning the late outrage 
at the House of Detention. One of them was called by the irre- 
pressible Finlen ; but the authorities interfered, and neither gathering 
was permitted to take place. 

The precautionary measures taken by Government have not 
been relaxed in the least, but are daily being added to. It is 
stated that 1000 men are to be added to the metropolitan police 
force, and that a militia of special constables is to be enrolled for 
_ purpose of acting in cases of emergency, such as the late Fenian 
outrage. 
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THE CHRISTMAS ENTZRTAINMENTS, 
NOTWITASTANDING some ominous signs in the social and political 
atmosphere, we have reason to hope that, theatrically, the Christmas 
season will be cheerful and genial. Pantomime and burlesque give 

romise of abundant amusement ; and new pieces have been produced 
or the inauguration of the new year, with new inventions, Extra- 
theatrical amusements, in the shape of readings, lectures, and other 
entertainments, suited better for the platform than the stage, are 
plentifully announced. There is an amount of bustle, competition, 
and aspiration which speaks well for the fature. 

The pantomime at Covent Garden is entitled “The Babes in the 
Wood ; or, Harlequin Robin Hood and his Merry Men.” The open- 
ing is written by Mr. Gilbert A Beckett, and is of a dual character, 
combining two fables, for the purpose, we suppose, of adding to the 
business of the scene. The business, too, of the scene assumes a more 
dignified state than is ——_ to the story; for the cruel uncle is 
converted into a haughty Baron (Mr. Payne), and the two ill-used 
babes are named Milendo and Primrosehilina (Messrs. Fred. Payne 
and J, Clarke), The children are not altogether faultless; for they 
habitually amuse themselves with the destruction of his pro- 
perty, shattering his furniture and breakine his glass and 
china. They have a nurse, Maid Marian (Miss Maria Harris), 
who busies herself in their defence; but their temerity renders 
her good intentions like those with which the poet paves a certain 
plaee never mentioned to ears polite. Black Diamond, the Coal King 
(Mr. Lingham), recommends, by telegram, the Baron to the course 
which the uncle adopts in the ballad. This — Maid Marian 
would defeat. by calling in the aid of Robin Hood, and is cast into 
a dungeon for her pains. The Baron employs a Villain, capitall 
impersonated by Mr. Stoyle, who tempts the babes into the weed, 
and the worst might have eee if Robin Hood (Miss Amy 
Sheridan), Little John (Miss M. Marshall), Will Scarlett (Miss Nelly 
Harris), and the Merry Men had not been at the time hi a pic- 
nic in the forest, Marian also has escaped from prison, and AA a 
the banqueters of the children’s danger; whereupon the band of 
free bowyers determine on their rescue and the capture of the Baron. 
Meanwhile, the Villain has become repentant, and, having been 
watched by the Baron, is assaulted and compelled to leave the babes 
to their fate, [See [llustration.] But Brilliantina and the Robins 
assist them ; not burying them, as in the old story, but reviving them, 
to look on hosts of Kobins, numerous enough to compose an army for 
the attack of the Baron’s castle. The Merry Men get hold of the 
Baron and duck him in a river, whereby he gets an awful cold, 
goes to bed, and suffers from a bad conscience and the cat; 
awaking with terror, he learns of the attack on his castle, buckles on 
his armour, and does battle with his assailants. It is reserved for the 
transformation scene to right all wrongs. A tremendous encounter 
of three armies having taken place on the battlements, “ Justice is 
triumphant,” and The Fleeting Seasons, from Winter’s Icebound 
Home to Autumn’s Golden Bowers, form a series of go: 
tableaux. Mr. Frederick Payne is Harlequin, and Mr. Harry Payne 
Clown, Mr. Paul Herring Pantaloon, and Mdlle, Esta Columbine, 
The comic business is enriched by much appropriate scenery, and the 
whole concludes with the grand Belgian reception. The scenery is 
worthy of Mr. Mats Morgan, and some good music has been selected 
by Mr, Betjemann. 

The Drury Lane pantomime is, as usual, furnished by Mr. E, 
Blanchard, and is called “ Faw-Fee-Fo-Fum ; or, Harlequin Jack the 
Giant-Killer.” From # pen so well practised in the composition of 
openings, the arrangement of thesituations and the brilliancy of the 
dialogue are “ foregoneconclusions.’’ The outline of thestory is care- 
fully followed, but it is treated in an orginal manner. At a 
monster meeting of the giants the resolutions arg overheard by the 
Leprochauns while seeking for the four-leaved shamrock in the Giant’s 
Causeway, and speedy information thereof is given to the fairies who 
preside over the fruits of the earth. [See Illustration.] These 
benevolent powers determine on opposing the Titanic invaders, 
The water-spirit, Ondine (Miss Poole), counsels that a mortal should 
be selected to do battle with the giants. Jack (Mr. Joseph Irving), 
a mysterious youth, living at a fishing-village on the Cornish coast, 
is destined for the task. Jack’s first victim is the one-headed giant 
Cormoran ; his second, the two-headed giant Blunderbore; and his 
third, the three-headed giant Faw-Fee-Fo-Fam. Calling in the aid 
of the magic horn, he is enabled to destroy the rest of the monster 
race. The fairies reward him with a bridal gift, a thousand costly 
jewels. The scenery of Mr. Beverley consists of some beautiful 

ictures illustrative of fairyland and the Cornish coast; and

James VI. Sir Thomas obtained a patent of free denizen within the 
kingdom of England in 1608 from that Monarch. He was great-grandfather 
of Sir Thomas Kirkpatrick, of Closeburne, a stanch Cavalier, who, for his 
unshaken fidelity to the house of Stuart, was created a Baronet of Nova 
Scotia, March 26, 1685. Sir Tuomas was direct ancestor of the Baronet just 
deceased. 





GENERAL SIR RICHARD LLUELLYN. 

General Sir Richard Lluellyn, K.C.B., Colonel of the 39th Regiment of 
Foot, who died on the 7th inst., at his town house, 20, Mon: -square, was 
the son of Richard Linellyn, Esq., of South Witham, Linco! re, by his 
wife, Margaret, widow of Richard White, Esq., and daughter of Warren 
Mande, Esq., of Sunnyside House, in the county of Durham. He was born 
in 1783, and entered the British Army, asa Captain, with tem rank, in 
the 52nd Regiment, and was present with it at Ferrol, z, and in the 
Mediterranean, in 1800 and 1801. On the conclusion of peace he was placed 
on half pay; but, on war soon afterwards breaking out, he re-entered the 
Army as Ensign, in July, 1862; and in February, 1805, he obtained a company 
in the 28th Regiment. He went with that regiment to the Peninsula, in 
1809, and was present at most of the great en ents which ensued. He 
embarked, in 1815, with his regiment for the Netherlands,where he was person- 
ally engaged with it in the battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo. He parti- 
cularly distinguished himself in the latter battle, and was severely wounded. 
He received the brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and subsequently was made 
aC.B.; and also had the war medal with two clasps for Busaco and Albuera, and 
the Waterloo medal. He was appointed Colonel of the 39th Regiment of Foot 
in January, 1853, and made a K.C.B. in 1862. Liuellyn became a Captain in 
1805, a Lieatenant-Colonel in 1815, a Colonel in 1837, a Major-General in 
1846, a Lieutenant-General in 1854, and a General Jan. 18, 1861. Sir Richard 
married, June 27, 1831, Elizabeth Augusta, daughter of Lientenant-eneral 
William Raymond, of The Lee, Essex, and leaves issue. Sir Richard Liuellyn’s 
family is of ancient Welsh extraction. His immediate ancestor, Martin 
Lluellyn, an officer of rank, served in the armies of James II. and Queen 
Anne, and married Blizabeth Halford, niece and coheiress of Richard Halford, 
Esq., of Edith Weston, Rutlandshire, member for that shire in several succes- 
sive Parliaments, and so noted for his eooety oaP patriotism that he was 
familiarly called by Queen Anne “ Honest k of Rutland.” Martin 
Lluellyn gained distinction as an officer of cavalry in Spain and Portugal, and 
held the appointment of Commissary-General to the Forces in the latter 
kingdom. He was by the above marriage great-grandfather of the General

PROFESSOR DAUBENY. 

Professor Charles G. Bridle Danubeny, M.D., the distinguished botanist, 
who died, on the 12th inst., at his residence in Oxford, was the younger son 
of the Rev. James Daubeny, and was born, in 1795, at Stratton, Gloucester- 
shire, of which place his father was some time Rector. He was educated at 
Winchester College, and at Magdalen College, Oxford, where he uated 
B.A., obtaining a second class in classics in 1814, and in 1815 o g the 
Latin essay given by the Chancellor of the University. Having applied 
himeelf to the study of medicine, he got the degree of M.D., and for 
some years practised at Oxford ; but, relinquishing his profession in 1829, he
